CHAPTER 4M. 


Ax ACT to provide tor taking n Decennial 


Census of tho State of Rhode Island. 


(Passed March 1C, 1875.) 


It is enacted by the Geuernl Assembly na 


follows: 
SECTION 1. 
A census of the population, 


manufactures, agriculture, fisheries nnd bus- 
iness in the several cities aud towns of tho 
state, Ghall bo taken as they esint on 
the 


first day of June, 1*75, and every tenth year 
thereafter. 


SEC. 2. The 
information obtained by 


each census, shall include all that was ob- 
tained by the state census of the year 
]8l'-">, 


together with such additionnl information as 
mar bo deemed necessary by tho "Census 
Board" hereafter named. 


SEC. ;!. 
As soou as may bo after the pas- 


sage of Ihis act, and nt least six mouths pre- 
vious to tho date for taking the census in 
each subsequent census year, the CJovcrnpr 
shall appoint ft "Superintendent of tin; Cen- 
sus," who, together with the Governor nnd 
the Secretary of State, shall coiiHlitulu the 
"Census Board," which shall 
have thy 


charge of taking tho census. 


SEC. 4 Tho 
Superintendent of tho Cen- 


sus, acting under tho advice of tho Census 
Board, shall prepare and print all tho nec- 
essary blanks for taking'the census, with 
full and ruiuuto instructions to tho agents 
to be employed, and shall 
distribute tho 


same at least one month before tho first day 
of June in tho census years. 
Tho superin- 


tendent of tho 
census shall a!so superin- 


tend tuo taking of tho census, and receive 
tho returns when completed, lie shall also 
mako up the tables from 
tbo returns, nud 


prepare and present to the General Assem- 
bly a report upon tho census, showing tho 
information obtained and its application to 
tho promotion of the interests of tho State. 


SEC. ,',. 
The Census Board shall appoint 


tho agents to bo employed in taking the 
census in tho several towns and cities, the 
preference being given to those nominated 
and recomrceuded by the town councils of 
each town, unless on examination they shall 
be found to be incompetent or unsuitable 
persons: aud it shall bo the duty of tho 
agents employed, to complete their labors 
and make their returns to the Supcrintoud- 
eut of the Census, on or before tho fifteenth 
day of July neit after tho date of taking the 
census. 


SEC. (i. The Census Board is hereby an- 


thorized to employ special agents to obtain 
information required by tho ceusus when in 
their opinion the information can bo ob- 
tained in this way moro correctly nml with 
greater economy to tho stalo. 


SEC. 7. 
If tho Superiutoudcrt. ngtnls, 01 


other persons, employed nntlor tho provis- 
ions of this act, shall wilfully neglect to per- 
form the duties required by it, they shall 
each forfeit and pay n sum not exceeding 
one hundred dollars, and in case of such 
neglect or iucompotcncy, tbo Census Board 
shall havo power to remove any such person 
and lo appoint another in his place ; and if 
any person shall refuse to givo tho informa- 
tion required to bo obtained by tbo provi- 
sions of this act, ho shall forfeit and pay n 
sum not exceeding two hundred and tifly 
dollars. 


SEC. 
8. Tho Census Board is hereby au- 


thorized lo fix tbo amount of compensation 
to bo paid to Iho Superintendent, not ex- 
ceeding one thousand dollar*, and tho com- 
pensation of agents and other persons em- 
ployed under the, provisions of this act, and 
tho General Treasurer is hereby authorized 
and directed to pay tho several amounts so 
fixed, upon tho order of the Governor there-

after its passage. 


CHAPTER +50. 


An Act in nmondmont of Charter 1.15, Titlo

"THE TORIES OF THE ONION.'7 


WHY ENCILISHMIH SYMPATHIZE WITH THE 


DEMOCRATIC PARTI OF THIS OOUHTKV. 
The London Spectator sitjs that English- 


m«n, und especially English Tories, regard 
fiTorabljr tho Democrats of the United 
8t»t«i beciuso;thej are "the Tories of the 
Union." Thin explanation inayat first sight 
appear paradoxical. The very name of a 
Democrat commits him against tho political 
principles ami systems which are sacred to 
tie Tory. It seems a contradiction in terms 
to uy that a man of the people. who by tra- 
dition, education and oircumstancu has been 
taught to regard them as occupying a com- 
mon level of rights and privileges, can have 
any tympathy with the upholders of caste 
and class and hereditary distinctions. Yet 
facts are stronger than presumptions. The 
Spectator 
is right. "The Tories of tho 


Union" arc tiny who call themselves Demo- 
crats. 


There hare been few examples so remark- 


able of the perverse application of a name or 
of wide departure from early theories. Our 
Democrats most conspicuously, exhibited 
themselves as our Tories during the war and 
the agitation which led to it. 
As if by in- 


stinct they set thernaelras against the popu- 
lar ideas and purposes of the time. 
They 


made an informal alliance with that class in 
Europe which is composed of what are often 
called "the enemies of liberty and human 
rights." 
There was not among British 


"aristocrats" an utterance hostile to the 
federal cause which was not echoed and em- 
phasized among American "Democrats." Of 
course we do not refer to all the members of 
their party; we are recalling what character- 
izsd tho party. 
The Spectator was a close 


observer of the war and the HEti-slar«ry 
struggle, and energetically spoke for many 
English Liberals who inclined to the popu- 
lar aida. It does not rashly or ignorantly 
dssoribe "the Tories of the Union," and its 
definition is correct. 
This is a strange sit- 


uation for Democrats, and it can be account- 
ed for only by the fact that the party had 
outlived its original nature and that its name 
no longer had any significance. 


Bat, it may bo said, slavery ia abolished 


and the war is at an end, and the issues 
which made the Democrats Tories no longer 
exist. Tho answer is that as they were not 
instantaneously converted to one political 
faith they cannot in the twinkling of an eye 
be converted to another. Tho Democrats 
were a long time getting away from real 
Democratic principles and they will be a 
long time getting back to them. Their 
method of speech and habit of thought have 
been so adjusted to Toryism that they are 
incapable of talking or thinking in any 
other direction; and while the old issues 
have disappeared they are lost before new 
ones,and can only revive obsolete questions. 
If a hearty, genuine Democratic utterance is 
now beard—one which secures enthusiastic 
Democratic applause—it is sure to ruu in 
the old measure, set to the familiar key. 
What practical popular end have the Demo- 
crats sought to promote since the failure of 
their pro-slavery plans? What really Demo- 
cratic movement have they led? Until they 
have dona a good deal of work of that kind 
they must bear the labal the Spectator has 
cleverly fastened upon them: "The Tories 
of the Union."—[New Tork Evening Post.
